JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson has made 
final decisions on two more 1965 
programs: to try to beautify 
American 
highways 
and, 
by 
1969, 
to 
radically 
improve 
methods of purifying salt wa­ 
ter. 
These ambitious plans, a part 
of the “Great Society” propos­ 
als Johnson will submit to Con­ 
gress next year, were revealed 
Friday by Secretary of the In­ 
terior Stewart L. Udall after a 
day-long visit at the LBJ Ranch 
15 miles west of here. 
Udall, who flew back to Wash­ 
ington Friday night, was suc­ 
ceeded in the parade of Cabinet 
visitors by Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Orville L. Freeman.

Rusk, USSR 
High-Level 
Talks Seen 


Secretary Moy 
See Gromyko 
In New York 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko may meet in New 
York in about IO days for the 
first high-level talks on U.S.-So­ 
viet relations since new leaders 
took 
power in 
Moscow last 
month. 
Soviet 
diplomats 
here 
say 
Gromyko presumably will at­ 
tend opening .sessions of the 
U.N. General Assembly, aa he 
has in past years. 
Rusk plans to go to New York 
Nov. 29, primarily to hold talks 
with foreign ministers present 
at the assembly meetings. The 
General 
Assembly 
will open 
Dec. I. 
A sharp U.S.-Soviet dash Is in 
prospect over Russia’s refusal 
to pay assessment levied for 
U N. peace-keeping operations. 
Under U.N. Charter provision, 
the Soviet Union stands to lose 
its assembly vote because its 
debts are more than two years 
old. 
The United States is insisting 
that the charter requirement be 
atrictly enforced, and a bitter 
fight over this issue could cloud 
U.S.-Soviet relations. 
Apart from the payments dis 
pute, there have been signs 
from both Moscow and Wash 
ington of some desire to im 
prove relations and further ease 
East-West tensions, perhaps by 
concluding 
some 
new agree­ 
ment in the disarmament field 
or on new matters of practical 
cooperation.

3. Johnson has ordered Udall 
and Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara to make an 
inventory of the 24 million acres 
owned by the Defense Depart­ 
ment to determine which prop­ 
erties, if eventually declared 
surplus, should be made a part 
of a national conservation pro­ 
gram 
as 
federal 
seashores, 
recreation areas, national parks 
or wildlife refuges. 
Udall noted that just this 
week 
McNamara 
nad 
an­ 
nounced plans to shut down 
bases involving 375,000 acres. 
He said this land is part of “the 
national estate” and should not 
be auctioned off to private inter­ 
ests without thought to poential 
national use. 
He said he knew from person­ 
al experience that some of the 
bases to be closed could be con­ 
served as paries, seashores and 
wildlife sanctuaries. 
McNamara has argued that 
the closing of the bases will be- 
efit local communities by plac­ 
ing the land on local tax rolls, 
something that wouldn’t happen 
if they were made part of the 
conservation program.

Winter Hits 


Ohio Areas 
With Gusto 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-Wint­ 
er, riding the tail of a rapidly 
moving cold front, arrived in 
Ohio suddenly and with gusto 
Friday night, sending tempera­ 
tures plunging and spattering 
numerous areas with s n o w 
squalls. 
The snow showers, pushed 
along by a band of cold air, 
swept from west to east across 
Southern and Central Ohio, hit­ 
ting Dayton and Cincinnati first 
a n d continuing eastward over 
Springfield and Columbus. 
The snow was heavy but last­ 
ed only about a half hour at any 
given location. Yet it laid a thin 
slippery coating on streets and 
roads, making driving hazard­ 
ous. 
Salt trucks were called out in 
Springfield. A shower also hit 
Toledo, causing a rash of minor 
accidents on slippery streets, 
and salt trucks went into action 
there, too. 
After the cold front passed, 
the snow tapered off to flurries, 
and little accumulation was ex­ 
pected. 
Equally as dramatic as the 
sudden snow storms was the 
rapid drop in temperatures. The 
mercury dropped from 38 to 28 
degrees in 15 minutes at Cincin­ 
nati and Springfield and from 38 
to 30 a Columbus. 
The drop continued early to­ 
day, beading for lows in the 
teens over much of the state. 
The Cleveland area escaped 
the snow Friday night, but snow 
squalls were predicted to hit 
there today, especially east of 
the city. 
Gusty, winds, as high as 45 
miles an hour at Columbus and 
55 at Dayton, helped put extra 
bite in the wintry onslaught.

It demanded an end to co­ 
operation between t he Soviet 
Union and the United States and 
virtually demanded abrogation 
of the Moscow treaty partially 
banning nuclear tests. It de­ 
manded that the Russian once 
again 
anathematize 
President 
Tito of Yugoslavia and toss him 
out of the Communist family. It 
demanded that policy of the So­ 
viet 22nd Party Congress deal­ 
ing with consumer goods devel 
opment 
and 
the 
theoretical 
course of Soviet Communism be 
scrapped as hopelessly “revi 
sionist.” 
And it demanded a purge in 
the U.S.S.R. This was implicit 
in its warning that there must 
be no “Khrushchevism without 
Khrushchev. 
The Soviet Union, as matters 
stand now, can meet none of 
these terms. 
Meeting all of 
them is utterly out of the ques­ 
tion. Even if there should be a 
successful new palace revolu­ 
tion in the Kremlin by an a1

men, it could hardly hope to go

Ford Parts

Motor Co. rushed plans today to 
get back into passenger car 
production

strike. 
Ford, with all its assembly 
lines at a dead halt and more 
than 80,000 men idle, said it 
hoped t o 
resume 
production 
Tuesday or Wednesday in some 
factories. 
A Ford spokesman said Fri­ 
day that the Chicago Heights, 
111., stamping plant is expected 
to resume production Sunday 
night. 
Another week 
would 
pass, 
lowever, before the company 
could be geared up to approach 
its 10,000-cars-per-day potential. 
Ford officials indicated Nov. 30 
would be the earliest date for 
this. 
The local strike at the Sterling 
Township plant near Detroit, 
which employs 6,300 men, was 
blamed largely by Ford for ex­ 
tensive layoffs and plant shut­ 
downs since Nov. 6. 
The plant, which makes a 
wide variety of car parts, is de­ 
scribed as a chief suppUer in 
Fords nationwide system 
United Auto Workers Local 
228 of the Sterlin Township plant 
will hold a ratification meeting 
Sunday on the settlement terms. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Roy W. 
Howard, 81, a dynamic giant of 
American journaUsm for more 
than half a century, died Friday 
night of a heart attack. 
He was chairman of the exec­ 
utive 
committee 
of 
Scripps- 
Howard newspapers, which he 
had helped build into a major 
newspaper group. He was the 
first managing editor, and later 
president, of United Press, the 
news service that is now United 
Press International. 
Howard was stricken at his 
Park Avenue office. He died 
several hours later at Doctors 
Hospital. 
He was an energetic man, full 
of sardonic wit and tart talk. 
“Never take yourself too seri­ 
ously,” was a rule he said he 
took early in life. 
He joined the organization in 
1905 when he went to work for 
the Cincinnati Post. Seven years 
later, at 29, he was directing 
head of United Press, which the 
late E. W. Scripps had estab­ 
lished. 
He was president of Scripps- 
Howard until his resignation in 
1953. In 1960 he resigned as edi­ 
tor of the flagship of the group, 
the New York World-Telegram 
and the Sun. He continued as a 
director of the group’s operating 
company. 
Howard was born on New 
Year’s Day in Gano, Ohio, near 
Cincinnati. His first job in news­ 
paper work was as a carrier 
boy. Characteristically, he took 
on two routes, one morning 
paper and one evening paper. 
He started in the Indianapolis 
News as an $8-a-week reporter. 
He moved to the Indianapolis 
Star as sports editor and tried 
in vain to get jobs in Chicago or

Pilot Tells of Escape 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — A 
Navy jet pilot held captive al­ 
most three months by Laotian 
Reds says he escaped with three 
Laotian prisoners by breaking 
out of a barbed-wire stockade. 
Lt. Cmdr. Charles Klusmann, 
30, says he was in soHtary con­ 
finement nearly two months and 
after his escape spent three 
days in leech-infested jungles 
before reaching friendly forces. 
From the outset, he says, he 
was determined to escape or die 
trying. 
The Communists said Klus­ 
mann signed a statement favor- 
able to their cause but the Navy 
says his conduct throughout was 
“entirely satisfactory.” It says 
the document he signed for the 
Communists stated only that he 
had been adequately fed and 
cared for and requested his re­ 
lease. 
A Distinguished Flying Cross 
was given his wife, Sara, 30, in 
his stead last June. 
The story of Klusmann’s flight 
from the Pathet Lao Prison had 
not been made public until the 
Navy released a 30-page report 
Friday.

Klusmann 
was

J arr es when he was hit by 
heavy ground fire near Khang

He fell through a tree para­ 
chuting to earth and twisted his 
right hip and foot and scratched 
his arm. Klusmann tried to es­ 
cape through the jungle but was 
captured by Communist troops. 
He was taken to a m ud hut 
with a thatched roof and held 
there in solitary confinement 54 
days. He tried to get out but 
could not. 
“After this first attempt to 
escape, I found that, well, I was 
pretty 
depressed,” 
Klusmann 
said. 
It was at this time apparently 
that Klusmann signed the docu­ 
ment. Said the Navy report in 
summary: 
“The 
Navy concludes 
that 
during his imprisonment, while 
very ill, under the influence of 
drugs, and after a prolonged 
period of physical and mental 
stress, Lt. Klusmann had signed 
a document, but that no mili­ 
tary information had been di­ 
vulged, that no intentional viola­ 
tion of the Code of Conduct had 
occurred.” 
The 
report said 
Klusmann 
“has been directed for security 
reasons not to discuss this phase 
of his imprisonment in any 
more detail.” 
The account of the escape 
continued: 
“I became bound and deter­ 
mined,” Klusmann said, “that 
they weren’t going to bold ms 


New York. Later, he liked to 
say that the only way he could 
get a job on the old New York 
World was to buy it. 
Scripps, recalling an early 
meeting with Howard, described 
him in these words: 
“His manner was forceful and 
the reverse of modest. Gall was 
written all over his face. It was 
in every tone and every word he 
voiced. He had ambition, self­ 
respect and forcefulness.” 
In 
1921 
Scripps 
appointed 
Howard business director of the 
newspaper 
group. 
The 
next 
year, after rapid expansion, the 
group 
became 
known 
as 
Scripps-Howard. 
Howard 
was 
chairman of the board. 
But Howard refused to be tied 
down to an executive’s desk. 
He traveled around the world, 
interviewing the leaders of na­ 
tions. He won an interview with 
the reticent Josef Stalin in 1936 
and made it available to the 
other American news agencies. 
During World War I Howard 
was a war correspondent and 
became the center of what he 
called “one of the most amazing 
journalistic contretemps in his­ 
tory.” 
It was the premature armi­ 
stice report of Nov. 7, 1918, 
which sent Americans dancing 
in the streets four days before 
the actual armistice. 
He had received the informa­ 
tion in good faith and with per­ 
mission to publish it from Adm. 
Henry B. Wilson, commander of 
U.S. naval forces in France. 
The admiral absolved him of 
any blame. 
Howard said of his dispatch 
from Europe: “In my opinion, 
no real reporter could have or 
would have done otherwise in 
the circumstances.”

Three days after the escape 
they sighted a fortified hill held 
by friendly forces. Word was 
sent out for an airplane. 
“The

had 
landed,” 
Klusmann said, “and a fellow 
came running down the hill, an 
American, calling my name, it 
was about the greatest sound 
X’vt aver heard in my life.” 


Pope Issues 
Power; Unity 
Declarations 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI and the Vatican Ecu­ 
menical 
Council 
today 
pro­ 
claimed three historic decrees 
defining shared leadership at 
the summit of their church and 
new approaches to Christian 
unity. 
At former public ceremonies 
closing the 1964 session of the 
council, the assembled Roman 
Catholic prelates issued these 
decrees: 
1. “De Ecclesia” (on the Na­ 
ture of the Church), defining 
the concept of collegiality that 
the bishops collectively s h a r e 
p o w e r with the Pope over the 
Church. 
2. 
“De Oecumenismo” (on 
Unity), outlining ways Roman 
Catholics 
m i g h t join other 
Christians on the path to Chris­ 
tian 
unity 
through 
common 
prayer and in other ways. 
3. “De Ecclesiis Orientalibus 
Cathllicis” 
(On 
the 
Catholic 
Oriental Churches), d e a l i n g 
with Eastern Rite Catholics and 
their relations with their non- 
Catholic 
Orthodox 
Christian 
neighbors. 
But the documents on reli­ 
gious liberty, the Church in the 
modern world, pastoral duties 
of bishops and other topics are 
still to be completed. 


Both Sides 
Called for 
Mediation 


Officials Hope 
For Agreement 
Before Monday 


CHICAGO (AP)—Federal me­ 
diators, eyeing a Monday morn­ 
ing s t r i k e deadline, planned 
lengthy meetings with railroad 
and union officials today in 
hopes of reaching an agreement 
in a wage dispute and head off 
a walkout which could halt mast 
of the nation’s rail traffic. 
Mediators hoped for a joint 
meeting of the carriers and offi­ 
cials of six shop craft unions to 
settle the 18-month-old dispute 
involving some 140,000 workers. 
Mediators have been in Chicago 
all w e e k meeting separately 
with the unions and railroads 
but no joint meetings have been 
held. 
Francis A. O’Neill, chairman 
of 
the 
National 
Mediation 
Board, 
continued 
to 
express 
hope that an agreement would 
be reached before the scheduled 
start of the strike, 6 a.m. local 
time Monday. 
A strike would halt service on 
187 
railroads 
and 
terminal 
switching companies that han­ 
dle 90 per cent of the nation’s 
rail traffic. Other unions are 
expected to observe the picket 
lines that would be set up by the 
shop craft unions. The shop 
craft union members are in the 
non-operating group and are not 
actually involved in the move­ 
ment of trains. 
A spokesman for the shop 
craft unions said that “all plans 
are made and ready for strike 
at 6 a.m. Monday.” 
The 
railroads 
today 
an­ 
nounced that an agreement had 
been reached with five other 
noo-opearting unions represent­ 
ing 290,000 employes u n d e r 
terms proposed by a presiden­ 
tial emergency board. The em­ 
ployes are 
members of th# 
clerks, 
maintenance of way, 
telegraphers, hotel and restau­ 
rant employes and signal men. 
They had not threatened to 
strike. 
The six shop craft unions 
called a strike after rejecting 
the 
board’s 
recommendations 
which called for a wage in­ 
crease of 27 cents an hour over 
a three-year period. They have 
asked for 41 cents an hour. 
Earlier this week wage agree­ 
ments were reached with th# 
carriers and 96,000 members of 
the 
Brothe hood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen and 28.000 members 
of the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive Firemen and Enginemen. 
The two unions settled their 
wage disputes within the frame­ 
work of the board’s recommen­ 
dations. They had not threat­ 
ened to strike.

What a month this has been! 
Each month seems to get bus­ 
ier and yet I seem to get less dis­ 
couraged. However, sometimes 
I wish I had a change of pace. 
Harriet and Bill, the new vol­ 
unteers t r a i n i n g with us, 
couldn’t have seen a more varied 
program of mixed values. First 
off was a home visit to Sennor 
Antonio to start that new club in 
Bores. He r a t h e r gave us the 
run • around but we kept at him 
and he really turned tut to be a 
great help when he went with us 
to make individual family visits 
to stir up interest in the commu­ 
nity. 
Two days of stirring up and 
then we were able to mark a 
meeting for the parents and all 
interested persons. Sennor An­ 
tonio is going to be all right as a 
leader — I think. Everything 
that was said to him in general 
discussion he eats and spills it 
out to everyone just like a hum­ 
an taperecorded This character­ 
istic is going to be quite helpful 
if we can work it right. 
Then we had two dandy days. 
It was planned, marked, and 
prepared to have 2 4-S c l u b 
meetings, but we surely were 
mistaken. At both meetings no 
one showed up. The reason for 
the one club was because the 
leader who is all talk and no ac 
lion hadn’t informed anyone of 
the time or place. 
Believe you me there isn’t 
anything any more maddening 
than to plan and prepare demon­ 
strations, travel an hour on a 
dirty, muddy road, then sit and 
wait like idiots for lVi hours for 
fo one to show up. But we 
didn’t let it end there. 
A few days later we were right 
back out t h e r e on their heels 
doing some jacking up. Two days 
worth and it payed off, for on 
National 4-S Day, 12 of the mem­ 
bers s h o w e d up to go on an 
excursion. 
We are still in the process of 
correcting the o t h e r club. A 
meeting of the parents is sched- 
u I e d and if nothing improves 
pretty soon, I think we are going 
to close this unit and spend our 
time in another community that 
shows 
interest 
and 
has 
ex­ 
pressed the desire of wanting a 
4-S club. 
Of the five clubs we have three 
that are just great. The one at 
Aracitaba had its election, each 
member is being trained to give 
talks and demonstrations a n d 
projects for the coming year are 
going s t r o n g . The same holds 
true for our club, J. K., in Bar- 
baoena. Already they are plan­ 
ning excursions and the like. 
However, the jewel of them all 
is the new club we s t a r t e d in 
Chapadao. It is completely run 
by the leaders that we train. So 
far they have elected their offi­ 
cers, chosen a name, selected 
and started projects, and are in 
t h e p r o c e s s o f planning their 
yearly c l u b program — all 
through the leaders and not us or 
our Brazilian counterparts. 
I still can’t get over the fact 
how these people can help them­ 
selves if they are just g i v e n 
half the chance and a good swift 
kick to go with it 
I wish you could have seen our 
jeep on the 15th of July. That 
was the National 4-S day and we 
had 14 people bouncing along 
a dirty, rough road at IO miles 
an hour going to a fiesta. T h e 
only casualities were two tired 
FCV’* and two sick kids w h o 
desperately had to vomit but 
were too shy to say anything. Be­ 
cause of such crowded condi­ 
tions, t h e y had no p l a c e to 
vomit but in their lap, on the 
teat, each other, up and down

the window — well let’s face it, 
t was a mess! 
I couldn’t have enjoyed any­ 
thing any more than training the 
incoming volunteers. They were 
a great group. I don’t believe I 
c o u l d have been any bluer 
while they were here because 
they were fresh from the states 
and ready to go. But I th i nk 
their in-country-training w a s 
well worth the time and effort. 
That just about ends the ac­ 
tual work part of the month. The 
rest was spent in travel bringing 
jeeps from Vitorin, Espirito San­ 
to to Bolo Horizonto. After re­ 
ceiving full instructions on when 
I was to go, where I was to go 
and how, all of which actually 
consisted of a p i e c e of paper 
with a man’s office address, I 
set out on the assignment. 
I arrived in Rio on Friday to 
catch a plane on Sunday. We fi­ 
nally got the jeeps Monday, but 
of co u r s e one wouldn’t start 
because someone had politely, 
drained the gas tank. It was 
raining and the windshield wip­ 
ers ouldn’t work. 
The 
tires 
were bald eagles, so we drove 
twice as far just to keep on 
“asphalt” rather than risk the 
muddy, slippery interior roads. ! 
The first day went just fine. 
We only encountered 30 miles of 
mud road that came up to t h e 
doors. When I hit a bump or met 
a n o t h e r car I couldn’t see for 
at I e ast 20 seconds until the 
windshield wipers and rain took 
care of the situation. 
Of course I had to duck once 
in a while to keep from get­ 
ting splattered from the m u d 
flying up through the hole in the 
floorboards or in the open w i n- 
dow, which was open to keep 


the steam from fogging up the 
windshield, 
The only other thing that hap­ 
pened to make the trip interest­ 
ing was that my lights went 
jut and I had to drive between 
15 and 20 miles following the red 
tail lights of the jeep in front. 
O t h e r than getting lost of cou­ 
ple of times and a 15-cent traffic 
ticket for passing on a yellow 
line, the trip was very enjoyable. 
I ar r i v ed back in Santes Du­ 
mont tired, but still raring to go. 
And raring to go it was. Th e 
next day it was an eight - hour 
bus ride to Lavras where the fel­ 
low I did my in - country - train­ 
ing with was getting married. 
By the way, the b r i d e , is a 
Brazilian — smart and sharp. 
I don’t think I’d go quite that 
f a r i n m a r r y i n g a Brazilian. 
But I think I could become 
quite happy and comfortable 
with a home and family here.

You could live in the same 
house or apartment you now 
occupy—-if it is safe, comfort­ 
able and convenient for per­ 
sons with physical limitations. 
If you own your own home 
(and two out of three persons 
over 65 do), t h e primary cost 
of the house would be operat­ 
ing expenses, property main­ 
tenance and taxes. 
Could your present residence 
be remodeled to provide satis­ 
factory living quarters? All ac­ 
tivity areas including bedroom, 
bath and l a u n d r y facilities 
should be located on one first 
floor.

You could build, buy or rent 
a smaller house or apartment.

But this 
fall, the soil is exceptionally 
dry. 
Sub-zero temperatures pene­ 
trate deeper in dry soils than 
in moist ones. Thus, if no mois­ 
ture becomes available before 
the snow fall and temperatures 
drop below zero, even for short 
periods, some winter damage 
is likely to occur. 
The best way to avoid dam­ 
age is to apply enough water 
to each tree to wet the soil 
down 8 to IO inches deep. This 
should be done as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Mulching the trees will help 
avoid damage, too. But 
wait 
until the soil has started to 
freeze before speading it.

Needle Drop 


No Cause 


For Alarm 


If you’ve noticed needles drop­ 
ping from your evergreen trees 
this tall, there is no cause far 
alarm. 
Ohio State University Exten­ 
sion horticulturist James Caid 
well says that dropping of need­ 
les from pines, spruces and juni­ 
pers at this time of year is not 
an unusual occurrence. Nor is 
it a sign that the tree is dying. 
Each year, evergreen trees 
drop a percentage of their 
needles during the fall, most of 
them from the shaded, minor 
branches of the tree. In some 
cases, t h e n e e d l e s a r e still 
h a n g i n g on, bat usually 
the first gaod rain will knock 
them off. 
Three . year - old scotch pine 
needles usually turn yellowish, 
then fall off. The Norway or red 
pine drops its 4-year-old needles, 
while 
the 
white 
pines 
nor­ 
mally keep only one or two 
years growth of needles. 
The unusually dry fall we’ve 
experienced in Ohio probably has 
caused more needle drop than 
usual, Caldwell says. But lf the 
trees go into the winter with 
p l e n t y of moisture at their 
roots, they will continue to grow 
in a healthy condition next sea­ 
son.

Many new methods of feed­ 
ing growing-finishing pigs

being tried in an attempt to re­ 
duce labor.

Warren L. Roller and 
Howard S. Teague of the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion have been working with 
paste feeding trials. 
Limited feeding, a method of 
controlling feed intake, is com­

Proposed 
methods of limiting feed in­ 
volve the feeding of both dry 
and liquid complete rations. 
The latter has been histor­

Feeding

quantity of either dry or liquid 
feed 
involves some 
disagree­ 
able, and perhaps uneconom­ 
ical, compromises. In dry form, 
dust, feed wastage 
and cum­ 
bersome distribution equipment 
are disadvantages usually

sociated with limited feeding 
Spoilage, separation of ration 
components, and excess water 
consumption are some of the 
disadvantages commonly 
asso­ 
ciated with the feeding of a 
complete ration in slurry form.

IN 1961, engineers began to

A theoretical analysis of the 
system showed that certain ad­ 
vantages over either dry feed 
ing or slurry feeding might be 
realized. Some of these possi­ 
ble advantages of mixing to a 
moisture content of 60-65 per­ 
cent wet basis and transporting 
to the pigs by pumping through 
ordinary water pipes or hoses 
included: 
1. The 
pig 
would 
not

forced to consume more water 
than is needed. 
2. Only those materials need­ 
ed by the animal are pumped 
—no excess water or air. 
3. The paste-consistency feed 
would be presented to the ani­ 
mal in a form easily consumed, 
yet not easily splashed about 
or fractionated. 
4. No dust would be associat­ 
ed with the feed or feeding 
method. 
5. Possibly less feed 
would 
be wasted than occurs 
with 
most dry, dump feeding 
sys­ 
tems. 
6. Separation of feed 
com­ 
ponents during transport would 
be a minimum. 
7. The use of pipes and-or 
hoses for m e d i u m 
distance 
transport and distribution from

By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) — It still 
is a bad dream that couldn’t 
happen in real life. But it did on 
that day of Nov. 22, 1963, when a 
vibrant young President was 
murdered. 
It had rained in Fort Worth, 
Tex., t h a t morning. W h e n I 
peered out of the window of my 
hotel room I saw that despite 
the drizzle, a crowd already had 
gathered in a parking lot across 
the street where President Ken­ 
nedy was scheduled for a brief 
appearance. 
By the time the smiling Presi­ 
dent stepped out of an elevator 
in the crowded lobby two hours 
later, 
the 
sun 
had 
broken 
through. Flanked by Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Gov. John B. Connally of Texas, 
the President walked aero ss the 
street, spoke briefly. 
In a high good humor he ex­ 
plained to the friendly crowd 
that Mrs. Kennedy wasn’t with 
him because she still was mak­ 
ing preparations for a breakfast 
appearance scheduled for them 
in the hotel. 
“ It takes a little longer, but 
she looks so much better than 
we do,” he said with a grin. 
After the breakfast meeting, 
at which Kennedy praised the 
controversial TFX warplane to 
be built in Fort Worth, the Pres­ 
ident and his wife made their 


way 
through 
the 
applauding 
crowds to the White House lim­ 
ousine from which the bubble 
top had been removed. 
The 
presidential 
motorcade 
wound through streets banked 
with citizens who cheered and 
clapped as the handsome young 
President and his beautiful wife 
rode by.

Cuba and New Red Chiefs 


In 
ihe 
wake 
of Khrushchev's fall 
fro m power, relations between Moscow 
and all communist satellites are under­ 
going examination. But those consider­ 
ed experts on the subject who speculate 
that there might be a “ break” between 
Cuba and the Soviet Union are seizing 
upon a mirage. 
The relationship between Moscow and 
Havana may have lost some of the 
warmth it had back in the days when 
Soviet missiles were being installed on 
the island, but each still needs the other. 
Cuba's President Porticos was one of 
the first foreign leaders to meet with 
the new Soviet chiefs, Brezhnev and 
Kosygin. He had been in Moscow' on an 
economic mission when the Khrush­ 
chev ouster took place. 
Porticos’ chief interest was in getting 


new concessions from the Soviet Union 
because the sharp drop in world sugar 
prices has hurt the Cuban economy so 
severely. When the Cuban-Soviet trade 
agreement was signed last January su­ 
gar was selling at IO cents a pound on 
the world market and Moscow agreed 
to pay six cents; 
but since then the 
world price has dropped to 3.6 cents, 
so the Soviets are paying Cuba a bonus 
for its sugar. 
But if the Kremlin leaders do not 
grant new concessions to the Cuban re­ 
gime, it will be because they have ec­ 
onomic troubles galore at home. Those 
who speculate about a possible cooking 
of relations between Havana and Mos­ 
cow engage in wishful thinking. 
The Kremlin isn’t about to give up its 
outpost in the Western Hemisphere. 


Monorail in Future 


Fast, inexpensive, safe and comforta­ 
ble public transportation, other than by 
road, will become a necessity between 
metropolitan centers. The day may be 
rapidly approaching when private cars 
will be forbidden in the downtown areas 
of the world’s big cities. 
Monorail could be the answer. T h e 
installation in Tokyo has proved mono­ 
rail has grown out of its infancy. This 
eight-mile Tokyo line links the city with 
its major airport. It can carry 100,000 
passengers daily. 
At present the German concern of 
Krupp is the world’s leader in mono­ 
rail construction. Alfred Krupp bought 
the monorail patents in 1961 following 
the death of the Swedish millionaire, 
Axel Wenner-Gren, after whom the com­ 
pany is named “ Ahveg.” 
Several monorail lines were built be- 
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fore Tokyo’s, most of them for fairs or 
exhibitions. The oldest in the world, at 
Wuppertal in Germany has been in op­ 
eration more than 50 years. The one of 
the Seattle World’s Fair is reported to 
have yielded “ gigantic profits,’’ and 
that at Disneyland is reported to be 
equally successful. 
The costs of monorail, as released by 
Alweg, are in the neighborhood of $1.5 
million per kilometer (a kilometer is 
five-eights of a mile). This includes sta­ 
tions, feeders and switches. 
Considering the number of automo­ 
biles that will be on the highways in 50 
years, especially in the approaches to 
the cities, traffic conditions wrill be im­ 
possible. Monorail installations could be 
the answer to urban and interurban 
traffic problems. 


Cutting the Trees 


So preoccupied has the average hu­ 


man being been with the presidential 
campaign, the chances of his or h e r 
candidate, the news from behind the 
iron curtain Viet Nam, and similar 
topical events that it will come as a sur­ 
prise to be informed that up in the north 
woods men are busily at work cutting 
down Christmas trees. A news dispatch 
from Montreal reveals the tidings. 


In Canada’s Christmas tree country 
this has been going on for a month or 
more. Because of the time required to 
ship and distribute the trees, and be­ 
cause of the danger of heavy snows la­ 
ter, the peak of the cutting season has 
been passed, and the harvest will end 
shortly. 
And when they cut the tree, Christmas 
cannot be far behind.

caused many farmers to re­ 
quire additional operating cred­ 
it and the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration has established an 
emergency loan program to as­ 
sist them. 
Bruce G. C o n n e r , county 
FUA supervisor, and Maxine 
M. Andregg, c o u n t y office 
clerk, attended a meeting 
in 
London last week to discuss 
Methods of helping these farm­ 
ers. The meeting was conduct­ 
ed by Heber G. Vance, 
chief 
operating loan officer of FHA 
in Ohio. 
The emergency loan proce­ 
dure would apply to any estab­ 
lished farmer, who has suf­ 
fered a substantial loss due to 
drought. These loans are to as­ 
sist farmers to continue their 
normal farming or livestock 
operations and return to their 
normal 
source 
of 
credit as 
quickly as possible. 


The loans will be primarily 
production loans for feed, seed, 
fertilizer and other 
essential 
farm operating expenses. These 
loans are at a reduced rate of 
interest to give the farmers as 
much aid as possible. However, 
the farmer should first contact 
his current creditor as to what 
they can provide for him. 
Refinancing of old debts is 
not possible under the emer­ 
gency loan program. Where re­ 
financing or additional credit 
might 
be 
necessary, 
Conner 
states that other loan programs 
are available through the FHA.

Ohio Flight Chief 
Gets Aviation Title 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Sgt. I. 
C. Robert M. George of Youngs­ 
town, Ohio has been named “Av­ 
iation Soldier of the year” for

After World War II, the Com­ 
munist countries swarmed over 
Krupp’s p r o p e r t i e s , large 
chunks of which were dismant­ 
led by the Allies and shipped be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain as repar­ 
ations. Josef Stalin demanded 
that the Krupp industrial em­ 
pire be dismantled to the ground 
and its steel and forges for mak­ 
ing cannon literally be beaten 
into ploughshares. 
Today, incredibly, Krupp is 
the Communist world’s favorite 
capitalist — after Cleveland’s 
Cyrus Eaton. The earstwhile 
cannon king has the biggest 
trade in Russia and its satellites 
of any single Western firm. 
Krupp is building ships and 
steel mills for the Soviet Union, 
synthetic fiber plants for Hun­ 
gary and Bulgaria, a tire fac­ 
tory for Romania and a refin­ 
ery for Poland. 


Essen and Warsaw, where he

From Warsaw, it was an easy 
step to Moscow, and by

dealing with a television career, 
Gig Young confides, it pays to 
keep saying no. 
Young calculates he has had 
offers for 50 series over the past 
decade. To each he has said no, 
often with surprising results. 
“The first time was about IO 
years ago when ZIV asked me 
to do Boston Blackie,” he re­ 
called. “At that time I didn’t 
even know what IV was. They 
offered me $25,000 a year to do 
the series, which in those days 
was pretty nice dough — espe­ 
cially to a guy who hadn’t 
worked for a year. 
“But something told me to 
say no, and I did, despite how 
attractive they made it for me. 
Outside the office, my agent 
said I should go see an ana­ 
lyst.” 
Gig went to Broadway in­ 
stead, scoring in “Oh Men, Oh 
Women.” He was playing tho 
role in San Francisco a year or 
two later when a call came 
from J.L. Warner, who wanted 
him to be host of “Warner Bros. 
Presents.” Again Gig said no. 
“The money they offered was 
fantastic — $75,000 just for in­ 
terviewing people and playing 
host six minutes a week,” he 
said. “Still, my instincts told me 
to say no. I made demands that 
I thought they would refuse, 
including a movie a year at 
$102,000. They agreed to every­ 
thing, 
including my demand 
that all the matters be placed in 
my 
contract. 
It 
took 
three 
months to compose it.” 
Gig suffered brough a year of 
the hosting job, then hustled 
back to Broadway. In recent 
years he has mined much gold 
from his roles as second-lead in 
sophisticated sex-comedies. So 
be said no when he was asked to 
play one of “The Rouges” with 
Charles Boyer and David Niven. 
Again, an analyst was pre­ 
scribed for Gig by his friends 
and agents. He succumbed to 
their persuasion for a number of 
reasons: 
“For one thing, you don’t of­ 
ten get a setup in television with 
such good auspices, where y o u 
can work with talent like Gladys 
Cooper and Robert Coote. For 
another, the work arrangement 
was ideal — six mouths of 
production per year, with 
three-year limit.”

Congolese Move 
On Sfanleyyille, 
Rap U.S., Belgium 


LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP) — The Congolese Army 
moved 
closer 
to 
Stanleyville 
today while a Belgium para­ 
troop unit was poised off Afri­ 
ca’s west coast ready to liberate 
1,000 whites held hostage in the 
rebel capital. 
Prem ier 
Moise 
Tshombe’s 
government, meanwhile, rapped 
the United States and Belgium 
for attempting to negotiate with 
the rebels without its consent. 
It also warned Belgium that a 
unilateral 
decision 
to 
send 
troops into the troubled country 
would be aggression but ex­ 
pressed willingness to study a 
proposal for such an action. 
Belgium 
announced 
Friday 
that a battalion of about 500 
tough combat men were at Brit­ 
ish-held 
Ascension 
Island 
prepared to intervene if needed. 
A foreign ministry spokesman 
said U.S. Air Force transport 
planes flew the paratroopers to 
the South Atlantic island. 
The red-bereted soldiers in­ 
clude 
seasoned 
officers 
who 
fought in World War II and in 
the Korean Conflict. 
At United Nations Headquar­ 
ters in New York, U.N. Secre­ 
tary- General U Thant called for 
possible U.N. Security Council 
action to head off a crisis. He 
did not, however, recommend a 
specific session. 
Meanwhile, both the United 
States and Belgium awaited a 
reply from rebel leader Chris- 
tophe Gbenye on their efforts to 
set up negotiations for release 
of the hostages. The Congolese 
government has broadcast an 
appeal 
to 
the 
Communist- 
backed insurgents to surrender. 
About GO Americans, including 
Dr. Paul Carlson, 36, of Rolling 
Hills, Calif., are being held in 
Stanleyville. Carlson, a medical 
missionary, is under death sen­ 
tence for alleged spying but his 
execution was postponed until 
Monday pending negotiations. 
Gbenye has warned that if the 
Americans provoke an attack, 
the rebels will execute Carlson.

Within the week the 
United 
States and the Soviet Union 
signed in Moscow an agreement 
to cooperate in research on the 
desalinization of sea water. On 
that occasion Gromyko told U.S. 
Ambassador Foy D. Kohler that 
the Soviet Union would do its 
utmost to solve existing prob­ 
lems between the two countries. 
Kohler, who had a private 
talk with the Soviet foreign min­ 
ister a few days ago, returned 
to Washington Friday and be­ 
gan 
consultations 
with 
State 
Department 
officials 
on 
the 
whole range of U.S.-Soviet rela­ 
tions. 
Presumably he reported in 
detail on his impressions of the 
new Kremlin leadership and its 
intentions for the future, both in 
respect to the west and the cur­ 
rent Moscow efforts to patch up 
the Red Chinese-Soviet quarrel. 
Another outward Indication of 
a Moscow desire to improve 
relations 
and probably 
move 
toward increased trade with the 
United States was the meeting 
this 
week 
between 
Premier 
Alexei Kosygin and a group of 
U.S. businessmen visiting the 
Soviet Union. 
Kosygin indicated the Soviet 
government may make a pay­ 
ment on its long-standing lend- 
lease debt to the United States. 
When negotiations on the is­ 
sue were broken off years ago, 
the United States was asking 
for $800 million as a final settle­ 
ment. The Soviet Union limited 
its maximum offer to $300 mil­ 
lion. The unreserved problem 
has been considered a barrier to 
trade relations.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he 
Ohio Education Association con­ 
vention has adopted a resolution 
calling for legislation granting 
teachers the right to negotiate 
with boards of education. 
The resolution was one of sev­ 
eral adopted by the 1,200 dele­ 
gates Friday night. 
Another resolution put the OEA 
on record as favoring the im­ 
position 
of 
sanctions 
against 
members and school districts to 
prevent and end “unethical and 
arbitrary policies or practices.” 
The delegates also approved 
a proposed OEA study of the 
feasibility of granting financial 
support to members “who are 
candidates for the Ohio General 
Assembly.” 
Among several legislative pol­ 
icy statements adopted by the 
assembly was one approving a 
recommendation 
t h a t 
Gov. 
James A. Rhodes and the Leg­ 
islature “ maintain equality and 
stability of programs of retire­ 
ment benefits for members of 
all three public employe retire­ 
ment systems.” 
Another urged that education­ 
al services be made available 
to all children in Ohio “provided 
they are compatible with good 
educational practices and are 
within the limitations” of the 
Ohio and U.S. constitutions. 
Named president-elect of the 
83,000 member OEA was Paul 
C. Hayes, superintendent of Co­ 
lumbus’ suburban South-Western 
School District. He will take of­ 
fice in 1966. 
Robert Dowling, A l l i a n c e 
teacher, took over the presiden­ 
cy. 
Earlier Friday, the OEA went 
on record in favor of proposed 
legislation which would increase 
the state sales tax to boost fi­ 
nancial support of the public 
schools. 
The proposal, one of eight 
items in the OEA’s legislative 
program to be presented during 
tile upcoming session of the 
Ohio Legislature, was adopted 
unanimously. 
The bill, supported by the Ohio 
Council of Education, would in­ 
crease the sales tax by one pen­ 
ny on the dollar to finance an 
additional $116 million annually 
in school support.
